A N>w Face Put on the Snltg Angainst 


William Niedermcyer and Others. 


The fiuding of a bundle of musty, old, 


yellow documents a week or two ago, hy 
Mias Alary Niedermeyer, put a different 
face on a suit brought against William 
Niedermeyer and others by Charles A. 
Jarnes, of Jacksonville. About four weeks
